well equipped to wilhitand high 
temperatures. II is well lo remem- 
ber lhal fowls do not have sweat 
glands, such as Ihe horse has, to 
help keep Ihe body cooL The on- 
ly means they have of reducing the 
body temperature is in 
panting, 


and this of course is wasted ener- 
gy. 


_If, therefore, you neglect to pro- 


viile shade for your birds you are 
sure to lessen the egg production t 
as welt as impair their vigor and 
general usefulness. 


Small chicks, ducks and geese ' 
are 
particularly liable to 
suffer 
. from overheating, 
resulting 
from ' 


I failure 
to provide shade. 
These : 


I young birds reauire a rather high • 
I temperature in brooding bul when 
the 
heat gets beyond a certain 


point they are disastrously affect- 
ed by it. Failure to provide shade 
on a hot day or the use of coops 
exposed to the sun without proper 
ventilation 
may in a short time 


cause_ the death of large numbers ' 
of chicks or render them quite use 
less. 
\Vhen they are a month or 
two old, chicks can stand more ' 
heat without these serious results. 
For this reason hatch most of your 
chicks before the coming of 
hot 


weather. 
Late hatches should not 
be attempted when there is 
any 


danger of over heating In coops or 
where chicks cannot have an abun- 
dance of shade. 
There is ample shade on the av- 
erage farm, and when possible 
coops and houses should be arrang- 
ed or located so that they 
are 


protected from the sun during the 
hottest hours of the day. An or- 
chard makes an ideal place for the 
chickens, s_ince it serves as pro 
tection against high winds as wel 
as furnishing 
an abundance 
o 
shade. 


In laying out a poultry plant, the 


planting of trees should be looket 
after at once, if there are not al- 
ready plenty of trees on the land 
You might just as well plant fruit 
trees for they will then serve 
a 


double purpose. 
Such a combina- 
tion of fruit and poultry is good 
and there are many poultry rais- 
ers -who have found that it pays 
well to work these two lines to- 
gether. The plan is, however, by- 
no means as widely used as 
il 


should be. 
It takes a few years 
for the frees lo get started, of 
course, therefore there should be 
some other 
means of supplying 
shade in the meantime. 


\Vhen poultry 
houses, 
either 
large or small, are built with 
a 


board floor, they should be raised 
sufficiently from the ground to af- 
ford shade and shelter underneath 
lo chirks or fowls. You -will find 
lhat chicks make good use of such 
places when sudden storms come 
up in the summer. A sudden show- 
er may send young chicks lo run- 
ning about excitedly looking 
for 


something to crawl under for pro- 
tection quite forgetful that the pro- 
per place for them irinside their 
coop. They are far more likely to 
rush under Ihe coop than inlo it 
and l>f having the coop built a 
few inches above the ground heavy 
losses from drowning will

. The shade of growing plants, or 
in other words natural shade, Is 
by far the best and is much pre- 
ferred by the fowls bul when this 
for any reason cannot be grown

artificial 
shelters must 
be 


built. In such case satisfactory re- 
sults may be had with muslin or 
burlap covered frames. These as 
supported a few feet abore the 
ground, 
wooden platforms afford 
a more substantial shelter and

In breeding fancy poultry, 
es- 
pecially with the colored varieties 
the molting and newly
